Virginia and the Disunionists. 
There are symptoms of reébellion in the 
South againat the insane treason of the Pro- 
Siavery fanatics, which has so long passed 
current as statesmanship in that section of the 
country. Virginia—which has generally-con- 
trolled the political action of the South—be- 
gins to perceive the inevitable tendency of the 
Disunion movement, and refuses to permit 
herself either to. be used or sacrificed to its 
accomplishment. The last.shape which it has 
teken, that of favoring the restoration of the 
Siave-trade, or of making this a political is- 
sue, has opened the “eyes of V to the. 
character and tendency of the movement. 
And the Richmond Inquirer, which represents 
the views of Governor Wisz and his friends, 
repeats its declaration that Virginia will not 
join any such crusade, nor will she go with the 
South in any attempt to establish a Southern 
Confederacy upon any such basis. 


We copy, in another column, an article from 
the Enquirer upon this subject, which shows 
the position which Virginia is inclined to take 
in the matter. The Enguirer denounces the 
Slave-trade, and declares that the State will 
always support the policy to which our Gov- 
ernment is committed, of suppressing. it. It 
also resents the attempt in which prominent 
‘Southern politicians have been long engaged, to 
make everything at the South subordinate to 
cotton, and to bring all the slaveholdiag States 
into a position of substantial vassalage to the 
cotton- growing States. It declares that Virginia 
will never consent to hold any such position— 
that sbe will be governed in her pablic action 
solely and exclusively by regard for her own 
intereste—and ‘not by any sectional feeling 
whatever. She will resist the reopening of 
the Slave-trade, and if the South secede from 
the Union on that ground, she will not go with 
them. 

These declarations are significant indications 
of an approaching political issue in Virginia 
which may lead to very important . results. 
Senator Hunter hag identified himself very 
considerably with the ultraists of the South. 
He is a candidate for the Presidency, and will 
seek the nomination through their aid. Gov. 
Wisr is his opponent and is evidently looking to 
the North and West for support. He knows 
perfectly well that the day has gone by when 
any Southern Sectionalist can hope for a nom- 
ination and election, and with consummate 
boldness and sagacity he has taken a national 
position of very great strength—one which, 
if his own State supports him in it, will go 
very far towards securing him the nomination. 
His position on the Lecompton issue was pre- 
eminently national ‘and conservative, and has 
commended very warmly: ‘to: the- respect 
and confidencé of the Democracy of the North- 
ern States. His opposition to the Slave-trade,

ists,—and his bold proclamation that, in the 
evént of Disunion upon the .

the Mediterranean, and the East Indian Seas, 
infested with pirates, but within the memory 
of the present generation of middle-aged men ;

As to the Gulf of 
Mexico, we sent a steam man-of-war there to 
ferret out the pirates long before England had 
a steam frigate in her navy. England did 
her share, we admit, with entire cheerfulness 
in the good work of attacking freebooters aad 
pirates, but we owe her nothing on that score, 
and if we did, it would be no justification for 
her interference with our commerce now. 
But it was neither the naval power of Great 
Britain nor our own armed vessels that ex- 
terminated the race of pirates and freed the 
ocean from all kinds of marauders. It was the 
general improvement in the condition of navi- 
gation and the introduction of steamships that 
gave security to commerce, just as railroads 
have compelled highwaymen to abandon their 
profession for some other form of villainy, or 
to take to honest courses.” Whatever may be 
said in extenuation or by way of apology for 
the recent visits to our merchant vessels by 
British cruisers, nothing more preposterous 
could be imagined on that side than the 
apology of the Post. To say that the work of 
putting an end to piracy has “ coat us nothing” 
is to manifest an incredible degree of ignor- 
ance in relation to our naval history.

THs Wasaineron Union. on Potycauy.— 
The President’s newspaper organ is opposed 
to polygamy. In its issue of yesterday it in- 
forms the public that it was aware “ that the 
plurality-wife system prevailed at least among 
the Mormon Priesthood,”—a fact which the 
Union “ regretted.” , “ But,” says ‘the organ, 
“we did not send the army to Utah even to 
beat-down polygamy.”

The Union is annoyed by the tenor of a 
charge te a Grand Jury of Utah, recently de- 
livered by Judge Ecuous, in which that fanc- 
tionary pronounces polygamy unlawful under 
the old Mexican laws, whieh he assumes have 
never been repealed, and which the ceasien of 
the eeuntry te the United States did not 
change. ' But the Judge says he finds no law 
in force in the Territory, by which polygamy 
is punishable. To meet this difficulty, how- 
ever, he falls back upem the Mexican ‘law, 
which he'says'made adultery’ punishable” by:
